Thomas P. Egan, president of one 
of the largest manufacturing institu- 
tions of the West, who was the frst

big manufacturers of the country are 
in favor of the renomination and eciec- 
tion of President Roosevelt. Mr. Egan 
had just returned from attending the 
meeting, in New York, of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Man- 
wfacturers’ Association. This meeting 
wes attended by manufacturers from 
ali sections of the country, and they 
were, to a man, according to Mr. 
Megan's statement, “uncompromisingly 
for the President to succeed himeecif 
in the White House.” 

“They like his honesty and frank- 
ness,” gad Mr. Egan, speaking of 
the sentiments entertained by the man-

There were Democrats 
in the meeting,” continued Mr. Egan,

LADY JOICEY GOES DOWN. 


Explosion in Steamer’s Cargo Sends 

Her to the Bottem South of Porto 

Rico—Crew Escapes in Small Boats. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico) Dec. 27.— 
{By West Indian Cable.) The British 
steamer Lady Joicey, Capt. Smith, 
bound from Chilean ports to Savan- 
nah, Ga.. Wilmington, N. (, and New 
York, with a full cargo of nitrate of 
soda, took fire and sank, seventy-five 
miles south of Porto Rico last Wednes- 
day. 

The cargo of the Lady Joicey explod- 
ed, and the vessel went down within 
two and a half hours. Capt. Smith. 
with its crew and one passenger, ar- 
rived at Ponce in two small boats, 
completely exhausted and almost 
naked, having made their way through 
terrible seas. There were not fatalitics, 
and the only serious injury was suf- 
fered by one sailor, who had his leg 
broken and who is now in the hospital. 
The British Consul at Ponce attended 
to the immediate wants of the ship- 
wrecked mariners, who are expected 
to arrive here tomorrow. 

The Lady Joicey was a vessel of 2044 
tons register, and was built in 189%, at 
Sunderland, Eng. She was 351 fect 
long,.45 feet beam and 24 feet deep.
